М Тһе Godfather (72), The Deer Hunter (778), even Rocky (76)

Not The Sting (73). The lighthearted portrait of Depression-era con 
men never took itself seriously, yet it dominated the Oscars. It won for 
picture, director (George Roy Hill), original screenplay (David S. Ward), 
art direction, costume design, editing and adapted score. It earned 
additional nominations for cinematography, sound and actor (Robert 
Redford). It’s a shame Redford’s co-stars Paul Newman and Robert 
Shaw weren't among the nominees, because The Sting perfectly 
balances three film archetypes and the actors who play them: the new 
kid (Redford), the old pro (Newman) and the rich villain (Shaw). 

The plot is simple but effective. After his friend is killed, Redford 
teams up with Newman to fleece the man responsible (Shaw) using an 
elaborate scam. There are twists and turns, wonderful character bits, 
and an evocative, if sanitized, recreation of the 1930s—which led to 
those art direction and costume design Oscars. 

The Sting was everywhere in 1973. It ruled the box office, and 
composer Marvin Hamlisch's arrangement of Scott Joplin's "The 
Entertainer" eventually reached No. 3 on the Billboard 200—an 
impressive achievement for a decades-old ragtime composition.

у mother, Dorothy, called Dottie, 
kept her teenage diaries wrapped in tissue in an 
upstairs drawer. I started reading them—lovely 
penmanship, creative spelling and all. From time 
to time I'd laugh out loud and read one to Mom. 

Shed supply details about the diary entry: the boy who 
crashed his car into a tree because he turned to look at Mom 
and Mary McNeil walking down the street; her trick of 
talking endlessly to avoid an unwanted kiss; and babysitting, 
homework, phone calls, dresses and dances. 

Two entries from 1954 recalled Dottie's unexpected turn 
as a model when she was 15. Chaperoned by a set of parents, 
the girls in Kappa Beta Psi sorority at Woodrow Wilson 
High School in Washington, D.C., drove to Rehoboth Beach, 
Delaware, for a two-week stay in a cottage. 

The girls were keeping an eye out for boys on the beach 
when a lifeguard ran up, grabbed Dottie's wrist and practically 
dragged her to the lifeguard stand. All arms and legs at 5 feet 11 


inches, she must have looked like a cartoon stumbling after him. 


"Here's our girl!” he said to someone holding a camera. The 
man was Wasbington Star photographer Paul Schmick, who was 
working on a feature about lifeguards for the Washington Star 
Pictorial Magazine. He told Dottie where to stand (closer) and 
whom to look at (the lifeguards). He had her smile. And smile 
once more. Then he wrote her name in a little book and left. 

After the story was published that August, Dottie's neighbor 
Paul Miller, a popular senior, came bolting out of his house: 

“I saw you! I saw you in the Star!” 

Dottie's dad bought a dozen copies of the paper and hung 
a print of the photo in his office. Her practical mother asked, 
“Dottie, why didn't you take off your scarf and show them 
your hair?" 

She hadn't had time to think of uncovering her auburn 
pageboy, which was under wraps to protect it from the sun 
and wind and to hide the bobby pins setting the curls she 
needed later. After all, it was a date night! Ө

CYPRESS, CA 


deckhand aboard a merchant ship 

delivering medical supplies for 

the Army in 1947, I was 16. The 

ship was anchored off the shore of 

Okinawa, Japan, and my shipmate 
Zach and I had the never-ending tasks of 
removing rust from the hull with a special 
sharp chipping hammer, then applying a lead 
paint sealer over the exposed area. We perched 
on a 12-foot-long wooden plank that hung 
outside the ship about 50 feet above the briny 
sea. Pulleys on each end of the plank allowed 
us to raise or lower our rig as needed. 

It was near sunset, and we were hungry and 
tired from our labor and the pungent smell of 
the red paint. Over the rat-a-tat of our chipping 
hammers hitting the steel hull, we made out 
our first mate officer’s announcement over the 
P.A. system: “All hands on deck! Prepare for 
securing the anchor and getting underway!” 

We heard the wrenching and clanking of the 
anchor being pulled up, and saw the water under 
us begin to churn as the huge propeller started

to swing the vessel toward open sea. The 
ship's foghorn gave a moaning farewell blast. 

Anxious to get back on deck, we hurried to 
lift our rig, pulling the ropes on each end in 
unison. Then disaster struck. 

Zach's rope slipped out of his hands, and 
his end of the plank fell, dropping us both 
into the dark waters of the Pacific Ocean. 

We surfaced, terrified and gasping for breath. 
Overhead, our bosun’s mate was screaming: 
“Men overboard! Men overboard!” 

Choking on seawater, we saw our lifeline, the 
Jacob’s ladder, falling toward us and reaching 
the water’s surface. Desperately tired, weak and 
shivering from the cold, we struggled mightily, 
pulling ourselves up the ladder. We gratefully 
accepted the extended hands of our shipmates, 
who reached down to help us make that final 
step onto the main deck. 

The warm blankets and cups of hot black 
coffee they gave us were a godsend. @

This priceless certificate makes 
us yearn for more: Henry's stated 
former nationality is German, 
but Germany was not a single 
state until 1871—what was his 
German-speaking homeland? 


y father, Paul, was very close to his grandfather, 
who lived with them. Great-Grandfather Henry, 
or Paw, as my dad called him, was born in what 
is now Germany in 1861 and traveled with his 
parents to America when he was about 6. 

Henry grew up, farmed, married Katherine and raised a 
family in western Kentucky. When World War II began, Henry, 
then 82, feared he would be deported to his home country, 
even though he’d lived so many years in the U.S. So he began 
the process of applying for citizenship, and on Nov. 17, 1943, 
Henry Kortz Jr.—Paw—was admitted as a US. citizen. 

Paw’s naturalization certificate was one of his most prized 
possessions. I remember seeing it displayed at my grandparents’ 
house. Paw wanted my dad to have the document after he 
was gone, and when it came to Dad, he treasured it, too. 

Now that my dad is also gone, the certificate and its story 
are mine to pass on to future generations. It is my hope that 
Henry’s descendants will value their citizenship and the 
opportunities and privileges provided by our great country. ө

ON A WARM MAY NIGHT IN 

1965 we loaded suitcases and bags of 
food in the trunk of Velma Duncan's 
Ford and left Hamilton, Alabama, for 
Panama City, Florida. Mrs. Duncan 
was a brave soul. She agreed to 
chaperone our party of five, including 
her daughter Sarah Ann, on our road 
trip, which began the day after our 
high school graduation. 

Joining Sarah Ann and me as the 
Florida Five, as we've been known 
ever since, were Glendia Brown, Judy 
Finch and Judy Holcomb —yes, we 
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had two Judys. Mrs. Duncan secured 
our beachfront cabin for seven 

days, and we chipped in for rent and 
expenses. Our drive to the Sunshine 
State was not without drama. 

It was midnight by the time we 
got underway. We had gone barely 
50 miles when the car lights blinked 
and then went dark. We got out of 
the Ford, Sarah Ann raised the hood 
and we all looked at the engine like 
we knew what we were doing. 

Judy Holcomb noticed some wires 
dangling. She picked them up and 
shook them. Miracle of miracles, 
the car lights flashed back on, and 
we all cheered our conquering hero 
on that deserted two-lane highway in 
the dark of night. She had to perform 
her magic trick on those wires 
several more times that night. 

At our cabin, we settled into a 
routine, beginning each day with 
a devotion and then heading to 
Miracle Strip Amusement Park—a

wonderland of carnival rides, fresh 
doughnuts, souvenir shops and music 
piping from loudspeakers up and 
down the boardwalk. 

In the afternoons, we relaxed on 
the beach, with occasional dips in 
the Gulf. At night, we enjoyed home- 
cooked meals by Mrs. Duncan. As far 
as we were concerned, life couldn’t 
get much better. 

We took a cruise to Shell Island, 
rode the sky lift over the Gulf of 
Mexico, and met five nice sailors 
at a doughnut shop. As we parted, 
they told us they were soon off to 
a faraway place called Vietnam. 

On the last day of our stay, the 
cabin owners prepared a magnificent 
fish supper to reward us for being 
nice to their property. “We usually 
have to paint after teenagers stay for 
as long as you have!” 

We said that’s because the other 
teenagers didn't have Mrs. Duncan. 

On the ride back, we stopped 
to tour the capitol building in 
Montgomery, Alabama. Before she'd 
let us go inside, Mrs. Duncan, a 
southern lady through and through, 
made us pull on skirts over our 
shorts. It felt strange. Judy Finch 
summed it up perfectly: “I feel like 
Annie Oakley in an evening gown." 

My part of the story has a sweet 
epilogue: The weekend after we got 
back, Sarah Ann introduced me to 
her cousin Ruble Mills, who was in 
the Air Force. Three months later, 
he and I married. We were together 
4712 years until his death in 2013.

(Continental Oil Co.), 
custom, spiral-bound

Unlike TripTiks and other 
similar club guides, which 
require a paid membership, 
Touraides are provided 
free of charge.

As more African Americans sought to travel 
for business and pleasure іп the 19305, 
Jim Crow laws in the South and discriminatory 
practices elsewhere posed severe dangers. 
Victor Hugo Green had a solution. 


* Green, a mail carrier, and his wife, Alma, moved 
to Harlem in 1918, at the dawn of the Harlem 
Renaissance. 


* Inspired by Jewish travel guides and using his postal 


worker's knowledge of the city, Green compiled 
lists of hotels and restaurants that catered to 


African Americans. The first Negro Motorist Green 


Book in 1956 was only 1O pages and limited to 
metropolitan New York. Even so, readers loved it. 


* The guide grew more comprehensive each year. 
Green gathered information from postal workers 
in other states, and worked with the U.S. Travel 


Bureau's Negro Affairs department. By the 1940s, 


the Green Book listed thousands of businesses 
across the country that were Black-owned or 
verified to be nondiscriminatory. Green's annual 
print run reached 15,000 copies. 


* Lists were longest for cities, but most areas 
were represented, however slim the pickings— 


Alaska, for instance, had just one entry in the 1960 


edition. In places where no inns offered lodging 


to African Americans, the Green Book listed private 


individuals willing to rent rooms. 


* In 1949, the Green Book expanded to include 
listings for Bermuda, Mexico and Canada. 


® Standard Oil—Esso—was an early franchiser to 
African Americans, and its stations were popular 
spots to buy Green Books. 


* The Civil Rights Act of 1964, which outlawed 
segregation of public facilities, made the Green 
Book obsolete. It ceased publication in 1966. 
Green predicted its demise, even welcomed it, 
in his introduction to the 1949 edition: "It will be 
a great day for us to suspend this publication 
for then we can go wherever we please, and 
without embarrassment."

We limped down the mountain. The Bug 
limped, too, on its wobbly wheels, with a 
blinking generator light spelling more trouble. 
A Volkswagen repairman in the wilds of 
southwestern Colorado proved elusive. So we 
continued on to Salida, San Isabel National 
Forest, and Black Canyon of the Gunnison 
and Mesa Verde national parks. At one point, 
too tired to find an official campsite, we made 
do with an alfalfa patch by the roadside. 

At the Grand Canyon, we made the long 
round trip along Bright Angel Trail in under 
48 hours. The heat was almost unbearable 
and the whole place felt like a tourist trap. 

In his travel diary, Bill described the Grand 
Canyon as “a combination of Coney Island 
and a Bessemer furnace.” 

We bolted for Utah’s Zion National Park, but 
prospects were sketchy. As Bill wrote, “Zion 
Park greeted us with a lot of hot air and a $2 
fee. We greeted Zion with second thoughts.” 

Ignoring a sign that said “Trail Closed— 
DANGEROUS,” Bill and I plunged into a 
canyon, but managed to coax the VW, now

named Scout, up and out. The next day, we 
tiptoed up the 1,488-foot rock formation 
known as Angels Landing. 

We reached Wyoming, where we did some 
horseback riding, and arrived at Grand Teton 
National Park. There we hiked to Lake Solitude 
(9,048 feet) and settled in for five days of pine- 
needle beds, wall-to-wall floral carpeting and 
beautiful sunsets. 

Wrapping up our summer at Yellowstone, 
we used the last of our six rolls of Kodak 
Instamatic film. 

Our epic trip—“Homerian,” Bill called it— 
forged in us a lifelong love of the mountains 
and each other. 

Fifty years later, my wife, Sue, and I retraced 
the steps Bill and I took together.

UNFOLDING HISTORY 


While convertible furniture has existed in some form for centuries, hidden beds as a space-saving 


solution for the average apartment dweller took hold in the late 1800s. 


A GOODE CABINET 
In 1885, Sarah Elisabeth Goode 


of Chicago received a patent 
for a folding cabinet bed. 
Designed to make maximum 
use of space, the piece was 
ideal for people living in large 
urban centers, where rooms in 
small apartments had to serve 
several purposes. Interlocking 
sections folded out into a single 
bed. Closed, it was a desk, with 
nooks for papers and supplies. 
Goode was one of the first 
African American women to 
receive a patent. According to

BlackPast.org, little is known of 
Goode's life, except that both 
her father and her husband 
were carpenters, and it may 
have been through them that 
she gained her expertise in 
cabinetmaking. 


MURPHY'S DILEMMA 

The story goes that William 

L. Murphy devised his fold-up 
wall bed in the late 1890s 


while living in a one-room flat 


in San Francisco. He was 
courting an opera singer, 

and the era's strict etiquette 
prohibited a lady from visiting 

a man's bedroom. Our hero's 
workaround was to hide his bed 
behind a door. Voila—all upright 
parlor, no unseemly boudoir. 


In fact, Murphy had tinkered 
with his invention for some 
time. And though his system 
employed ingenious mechanics

recessed alcove beds, and built 
one at Monticello in the 1790s.

Now regarded as the father of 
the modern sofa bed, Bernard 
Castro founded his company 

in 1951 in New York with $400 
he'd saved as an upholsterer. 
Beds that folded into seaters— 
called davenports (below)— 
existed then, but they weren't 
attractive or comfortable in 
either position. Castro's genius 
was in crafting foldouts that 
were beautiful and functional. 
A devotee of interior design, he 
set up showrooms highlighting 
the latest decor trends.

hen Lipton introduced 
Cup-a-Soup 50 years ago, the 
trend for powdered and dried 
food that had been building 
for years took a new turn. The 
company already had a winner with its dried 
onion soup mix, introduced 20 years earlier. 
West Coast cooks elevated it to food legend by 
making it the key ingredient of California dip. 
By 1972, cultural shifts contributed to the 
success of Cup-a-Soup and convenience 
food in general. In more than one-third of 
American households, both parents worked 
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full time. Single-serve soups, among other 
child-friendly mixes, meant latchkey kids 
could help themselves to a snack after school. 

Other trends helped, especially the letting 
go of strict proprieties about when food should 
be consumed — breakfast at 8, lunch at noon, 
dinner at 6. Now you could eat when you were 
hungry. And a hot meal didn't have to take 
hours— only as long as it took water to boil. 

As Japanese entrepreneur Momofuku Ando, 
who introduced his Cup Noodles to Americans 
in 1973, observed, "I'm not selling instant 
noodles. I'm offering customers time."

hen the Board of Education in Dayton, Ohio,

I met Haley months earlier after his keynote address at the 
California Writers Club. This time I hoped to interview him. 
After Haley finished his speech at the fundraiser, I reminded 
him of our previous meeting. He invited us to his hotel room 
to talk. I was nervous about interviewing such an important 
writer, but he put me at ease. He offered us sweet potato pie 
and talked about his family, including his parents, Simon and 
Bertha, his brothers, George and Julius, and his many cousins. 
We learned that his maternal grandmother, Cynthia, told 
him about a slave named Kunta Kinte and piqued his interest 
in learning about his family tree. Haley’s extensive genealogical 
research going back seven generations led to his novel Roots. 
“The story of Kunta Kinte is the story of all Black people 
whose ancestors were slaves,” he said. 
I remember my surprise that such a famous person as Haley 
would treat me as an equal. His manner toward us showed 
no hint that he held such an esteemed position in the world 
of literature.

BACK IN TIME 
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RISE AND FALL OF JOHN DeLOREAN 
Jet-setting exec had a knack for brash design. 


e was cool. He was 

rebellious. He was 

everything the average 

auto executive was not. 

John DeLorean's career 
took off like a rocket at General 
Motors Corp., where he created 
an automotive icon and was the 
wunderkind CEO of the flagship 
brand. Then, in 1982, his rags-to- 
riches rise crashed spectacularly. 

DeLorean’s Pontiac GTO still 

occupies the summit of the muscle- 
car era. But his venture as the 
independent maker of the gull-wing 
DeLorean DMC-12 drove him 
into financial ruin. The low point 
came when he was caught in a 
government sting that trapped 
him into offering to finance a 
cocaine deal. ө 
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DeLorean's father, a Romanian 
immigrant and alcoholic, worked 
sporadically at the Ford factory. 
Home life was strained, and 
DeLorean's parents divorced 
when he was in his teens. Young 
DeLorean excelled at his studies, 
however, and he was admitted to 
a technical college known for 
turning out top auto engineers. 


After serving in World War Il, 
he worked for Chrysler before 
moving to the Packard Motor 
Car Co. As Packard pursued its 
ill-fated merger with Studebaker 
in 54, Oliver “О.К.” Kelley at GM 
courted DeLorean. In 1956, 
DeLorean became an assistant to 
Pontiac's general manager. 


By 1961, he was Pontiac's chief 
engineer. DeLorean oversaw an 
upgrade of the midsize Tempest

line with LeMans’ performance 
package and the fabled GTO in 
1964. He briefly led Pontiac 
before taking charge of GM’s 
flagship Chevrolet in 1969. But 
he found it too bureaucratic, and 
his fellow executives didn't like 
his jet-set lifestyle. He left in 75. 


He set up DeLorean Motor Co. 
in 1975 in Northern Ireland with 
help from the U.K. government. 
Production didn't start until '81, 
as the U.K.’s new conservative 
government spelled the likely 
end of public financing. At the 
same time, the car's power and 
handling disappointed critics. His 
firm in trouble, DeLorean agreed 
to finance a drug deal in 1982. 
He claimed entrapment and was 
acquitted, but his company went 
bankrupt. DeLorean died at 80 in 
2005 in New Jersey.

ur grandfather was a famous 
lawyer in China who fled when 
the Communists took over 

in 1949. We visited him every 
summer in Princeton, New Jersey. 
Не — disgruntled, without meaningful work and 
perhaps being a typical Chinese grandfather— 
sat on his sun porch all day, reading and never 
talking to us. 

His second wife, who was younger than 
my mom, had been a “dancing girl" in China. 
She was kind to us, but we couldn't speak 
Chinese and she couldn't speak English. That 
left us kids—ages 5, 6, 7 and 9—with only 
one another on those visits from our home 
in Detroit, Michigan. 

One evening, we went outside to catch 
fireflies. My sister and I watched surprised as 
our brothers played and wrestled on the lawn 
with Bill, a Princeton Ph.D. student from Wales 
who rented our grandfather's basement. In the 
Chinese world, elders didn't play with children 
and roughhousing was out of the question! 
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Bill became our favorite friend. We bothered 
him whenever we could: He made us milk 
shakes, let us help him change the tires on his 
old car and introduced us to his friends from 
Europe. When we went home, he wrote us 
kind letters, encouraging us to study hard and 
play hard. We named our pet turtle Dill. 

The summer came when Bill finished his 
degree and returned home. I was 12. We 
moved to Seattle, and Bill still wrote us, but 
less often. We felt we had lost him. 

Recently I received a program from a 
memorial service. I didn't recognize the white- 
haired man in the photo, but I knew the 
name —William Thomas. Bill's son Des had 
found my address and sent it to me. 

As a result, I gained two new friends: Des, 
and Bill's wife, Mary, who lives in England. 

We keep in touch, and I like to think our 

friendship began on a soft summer evening 

more than 60 years ago when I first met Bill. e
